BRUSSELS — Secreiary of 
State James A. Baker 3d and other 
American officials expressed doubt 
Friday that the Soviel Union want- 
ed a fresh political initiative in the 
Gulf before the United Nations au- 
thorized a military offensive 
against Iraq. 

Yevgeni M. Primakov, who has 
been serving as President Mikhail 
S. Gorbachev's special envoy in the 
Gulf. said in an interview with The 
New York Times in New York or 
Thursday that a new effort to find a 
political solution, involving a 
promise of a broader Middle East 
settlement, should precede any Se- 
curity Council resolution approv- 
ing the use of military force. 

Mr. Baker. who is seeking sup- 
port from Security Council mem- 
bers for such a resolution, met for a 
total of 13 hours last week in Mos- 
cow with Mr. Gorbachev and with 
Eduard A. Shevardnadze, the Sovi- 
et foreign minister. 

A senior American official said 
Thursday that he had gained no 
assurance of support for an Ameri- 
can resolution, “but they didn’t say 
no.” and the Bush administration 
has received indications that the 
Soviets will go along. 

_ “We should use up all possibili- 
ties for a political solution before 
force,” Mr. Primakov said. 

Asked at a press conference here 
Friday afternoon about the seem- 
ing contradiction, Mr. Baker 
brushed aside Mr, Primakov’s com- 
ments, But he declined to explicitly 
question the envoy's authority to 
speak for his government. Mr. Bak- 
er said be remained “confident that 
we will be able to work wel] and 
closely, as we have in the past™ with 
the Soviet leaders. 

A member of Mr. Baker's travel- 
ing party said the United States 
expected a definitive answer from 
the Soviet Union either at 2 meet- 
ing between the secretary and Mr. 
Shevardnadze on Sunday or at 2 
meeting between Mr, Gorbachev 
and President George Bush on 
Tuesday. Both are scheduled for 
Paris, where the leaders will be 1ak- 
ing part in the 34-state Conference 
on Security and Cooperation in Eu- 
rope. 

If Mr. Primakov’s call for further 
exploration of a diplomatic solu- 
tion, which he made also in inter- 
views with American television cet- 
works, represents Mr. Gorbachev's 
position, it could cause major trou- 
ble for the United States. 

The Soviet Union could veto any 
resolution put forward by Wash- 
ington, and the Bush administra- 
tion would doubtless decide. in that 

event, not to proceed. even though 
most of its and Arab 
allies have been pressing for United 
Nations authorization before apy 
military offensive. 

In his interview with The Times, 
Mr. Primakov said his ideas would

Thai officials said the existing air pact was weighed in favor of 
US. airlines and limited Thai Airways from scheduled stopovers in 
Tokyo on its U.S.-bound routes.

After the Dollar’s Fall, 
How Do Bonds Fare? 


By Martin Baker 


HE traditional wisdom is that 

bonds do well when economic 

growth is slow. But, if nothing else, 

the last few months have illustrated 
that tradidonal wisdom is distinctly unreli- 
able. 

The dollar is traditionally supposed to be 
ἃ safe haven in times of crisis’ Yet it has 
continued to plummet after a brief rally in 
the early days of the Gulf crisis. The same 
quality is suposed to hold good for gold — 
but it, too, has performed poorly after an 
ἐπε tive flurry. ; 

t are investors supposed to make of 
U.S. bonds? ᾿ 

The graph with this article clearly illus- 
trates two points. first is that output in 
the US. has flattened way down. Growth is 
slow, and few economists are calling a turn- 
around in the near future. The second is that 
a bottom curve on the gross national product 
line does not necessarily co! loa 
peak on the bond yield line, with the marked 
exception of the recession of 1981. 

Bonds are simply a way in which corpora- 
tions or governments borrow money, which 
is usually paid back at a fixed rate over a 
fixed period of time. As interest rates and 
inflation fluctuate the bonds become more 
or less desirable. The general rule is that high 
interest rates undermine bond values, as al- 
ternative investments such as di it ac- 
counts become more attractive. Similarly, 
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high inflation hits the value of the fixed 
Fepayments, and is bad for bonds. 
¢ dotlar-based investor should consider 
ἴδε following points in appraising U.S. 
nds: 


© Currency: Investing in dollar bonds 
eliminates currency risk for the dollar-based 
investor. But the bond market is internauon- 
aL If other currencies are seen to be more 
attractive, investors will pull money out of 
U.S. bonds. 

“I'm negative on the U.S. market in the 
short term for currency reasons. The dollar 
won't struggle upwards again for another 
three to six months.” says Mark Cliffe, se- 
nior economist at Nomura Research Insti- 
tute Europe, 

© Interest rates: There were several days 
of subdued trading in the U.S. market this 
week. as dealers looked to see what the 
government would do to to stimulate the 
economy. Some analysts were predicting a 
quarter point cut in Federal rates. 

Φ Inflation: The downside of easier credit 
is higher inflation. 

“You have to take a view on what will be 
the core rale of inflation in the U.S. over the: 
next few years,” says Philip Saunders, an 
investment analyst at Guinness Flight in 
London. “If inflation runs at 5-6 percent 
with bonds yielding around 8 percent that 


rates will stay high enough to keep inflation 
low over the term.
